manche and was the first man 
ever to ship out a carload of 
pecans. A buyer of furs and hides 
for over 30 years, Mr. Carpenter 
said that he could carpet a good 
sized farm if all the hides he 
had bought from the farm ers of 
Comanche 
were 
available. 
The 
hides ranged in value and size 
all the way from a ten cent tom 
< at hide to that of a big steer 
hide for which he paid $26.75 
during the World War, he said. 
Some of the business men as 
well as farm ers were skeptical 
when T 
first announced that I 
would buy cream, Mr. Carpenter 
said, and they pointed out that 
the stuff would sour and would 
not be fit for ”a pig to eat” by 
the time it reached Fort Worth. 
Few had any idea that the local 
cream market would ever reach 
the \oluuic it has.
